Judge Gar}' i* the head pf the steel trust and the steel trust 


i* the largest employer of labor, skilled and common, in the 
United States. Judge Gary is the spokesman or mouthpiece of 
the House of Steel. 


For years and years the steel kings' imported their common 


labor from the countries of Southern Europe.' For "yeans and 
years they were all-powerful with republican congresses and 
administrations in the good old days. 


For yean and years they controlled legislation dealing with 


immigration matters. For years and yearn they saw to it that 
the supply of alien labor was far greater than the demand. For 
vears and years they made their own wage scales, their own 
work-day schedules and hooted at those who insisted that labor 
should be granted what is known as collective bargaining with 
its employer. 


Then came a democratic administration for eight years. Then 


came the world war. 
Then came a drastic immigration act. 


There was a president and a congress -who.barkened to the 
•leadings of organized labor and laws were enacted to prevent 
:he importation of alien labor under contract or in defiance of 
the laws of the republic' or public opinion. 


For a period of forty years organized labor had petitioned 


nonpress for a drastic immigration act to prevent the coming 
of the unfit, the unclean^ the unkempt, or those who would not 
conform to American ideals of trovemment, or tbe living condi- 
tions of American wage workers. This is a matter of .history. 


Ports of entry have been partially closed for eight years. I* 


is no longer impossible for foreign shipping companies and the 
American agents of large employers to bring to these shores two 
million laborers from the countries' of the continent of Europe 
every year. 


In the good old days the business -swelled the coffers of the 


shipping companies and furnished great captains of industry 
cheap labor for their mills and their mines, and their plants, 
and their factories. 


Now there is an organi/.ed movement to break down the im- 


migration laws of the country. 
There is* an organzed move- 


ment to go back to the conditions of the good old days. There 
is an organized movement to force the republican leaders to 
declare for revision or repeal of the immigration act. 


Judge Gary is all-powerful in the councils of the republican 


party. Those he speaks for, are all-powerful. 
Nearly all the 


noted captains of industry, which includes the American kings 
of finance, arc all-powerful in the republican party. 


Those who interpret the signs of the times realize Avhat is 


coming. General Charles A. Dawes of Chicago threw out thg 
first feeler when he gave an interview to tbe American, Press 
advising the republican platform makers next year to insert a 
plank declaring for the open-shop and against all combinations 
of labor. 


This interview was given to the public while General Dawes

Then came the official declaration - from 
the United States 


Chamber of Commerce which represents more wealth than any 
organization of American citizens. 


This declaration contained a thills-veiled attack upon the 


immigration act and a demand for its repeal, or a sweeping 
revision as well as removal of its most drastic features. 


Now comes Judge Gary with his interview telling the presi- 


dent, the congress, and the American public, that tbe immigra- 
tion laws of the country will stifle production and stagnate in- 
'lustry unless Jhere is something done without delay to provide 
for all tbe European labor, or Asiatic labor for that matter, that 
manufacturers need. 


There is going to be a big bundle of American issues tossed 


into the lap of the American voter in the presidential campaign 
next year.
